Lord Lugard ake? on: future 
problems of British colonial ‘policy 
in his presidential address at. the 
first meeting of the.Colonial Em- 
pire Union, held recently at Over- 
Beas House; St. qamess, states the 
“Times.” 

Mr, Ormsby-Gore,.. Secretary. of 
State tor the Colonies, wrote ‘ex~ 
pressing his disappointment at be- 
ing unable to be present, adding:— 

“I desire to assure all those pre-. 
sent that X heartily welcame the 
objects which this union ts design- 
ed to promote, especially 'the alm of 
affording those of the younger ge- 
neration’ who are contemplating or 
have actually begun a career in 
some part of our great ' colonial 
Empire an opportunity of appre- 
clating and discussing with those 
who have already experiericed 
them. the wide and complex pro- 
blems with which our administra- 
tors. are confronted, J.wish the 
union all prosperity and success” 

Lord Lugard sald that the union 
was: the. Brst and only body lo de- 
vote itg. activities entirely ts. the 
non ~ self - governing _ -territorties.
